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The United States having been the first 
to pronrbit ihea inportation of slaves and 
by punishing th ely citizens participating in 
the trafic, cannot but be gratified at the 
progress made by concurrent efforts of 
other nations, towards a general suppres- 
sion ci so great anevil. They must feel, 
at the same time, the greater solicitudeto 
give the fullest efficacy to their own reg- 
ulations. With that. view, the interposi- 
tion of pages appears to be required, 
by the violations and evasions, which, it is 
suggest ry are cha rgeable on unworthy cit 
izens who mingle in the slave trade under 
foreign flags, and with foreign ports and 
by collusive impoatations of sves into 
the United States through adjoiniag ports 
and territories. 

Yo these recommendations, I add. for 
the consideration of coneress the expedi- 
ency of a re-modification of the judicairy 
establishment, and of an addition: J depart: 
mentin the Executive branch of the gov- 
erument. 

The extent and variety of Executive bu- 
siness also accumulating seinen the progress 
of our country, and its growing popula- 
tisn, call for an additio: val de partment. 

In directing the legislative attention to 
the state of the finances, it is a subject) of 
gratification to find that, even withio the 
short period which has elepsed sines thu 
return of peace, the revenue has far ex- 
eeeced all the current demands upon the 
treasury, that during the vear IS}, thre ae- 
tual receipts ot revenue at the treasury, 
amount to about the sum of § 47.00% Oud, 
that paymeats atthe Treasury, will amount 
to about the sum of Ss H00.000 - and that, 
conscquenily, at the close of the yea 
there will be a surplus in the treasury of 
about the sum of 9.000.000 of dollars.

Tats Report is thus introduced :— 

In appearing before you, to present an aecount of their proceedings du- 
ring the past year, your Comumuttce feel, that altiio’ they are not without 
many causes of discouragement, yet the motives ior cherishing sentiments 
of amore pleasing nature, and especially tor the exercise of the deepest 
thankfulness and unbounded trust towards God, greatly preponderate over 
thuse of an opposite nature. 


HEBREW TRANSLATION OF THE NEW-TESTAMENT. 


Under this head the Report states, that the Four Gospels are printed ; 
and that the Acis of the Apostles, with the Epistle to the Romans and the 
First Epistle to the Corinthians, are printing, or ready for the press.— 
Sestimonials of the accuracy of the Lranslation continue to be received 
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from various quarters. After statingthe measures adopted for thé circul- 
ation of this important work, to have executed which would, alone, have 
been worth all the exertion and expenditure of the Society, it is reported, 


under tlie head of 
AUXILIARY SOCIETIES, 


that a Meeting was hel at Bristol, in June last, which ended in the forma- 
tion of an Auxiliary Society in that city, from whence the sum of 7172. 
95. 91. has already been remitted to the Funds. 

This Auxiliary Society has likewise adopted measures for exciting the 
attention of the Jews residing there, to the great truths of the Gospel ; 
and its Committee haye not been without encouragement in this important 
work, though it weuld not be preper at present to communicate to the pub- 
lic more particular information on this subject. 4 he Jewish Population 
of Bristol amounts to 170 persons. Your Committee have received froin 
the Bristol Committee some useful hints respecting the best mode of pro- 
ceeding, in visiting Jews at their own habitations. 

Lectures to Christians on Jewish subjects have also been instituted ate, 
Bristol, and are delivered monthly atthe several Churches. Your Coin- 
mittee wonld desire to draw the attention of Clergymen in all the other 
large towns of the kingdom to the expediency of establishing similar 
Lectures, asthe most likely means of exciting an lncreasing interest in 
behalf of that people, from whose forefathers we received the hght of Di- 
vine Vruth. 

To enable the Society to see, at one view, the extent of the support 
afforded to its Funds by the various Auxiliary and Peany Societies, a list 
of them is given.

REVIVALS OF RELIGION. 


We learn that the glorious work of awakening and converting sinners is 
earvied on and extended, in a remarkable manner, in various parts of our 
country. 

That in the state of Ohio the writer states that in July last, “Prospects 
s0 encouraging as the present, were never before witnessed in this country.’ 
He goes on to urge tne necessity of obtaining a great increase of spirtii 
at laborers. 

That in Vermont there is an unusual excitement in nearly all the chur- 
ches in the northern part of the state ; amd it is sail, on good authority, 
that there isa revival in ¢hirty towts. 

There isan uncommon attention to religion in Norfolk, (Vir.) and in 
Greenwich, (R. I.) 

‘That in Roya!ston, (Mass.) 27 have recently been added to the chare) 3 

That as a distinct proof of the divine presence, in many retire {and des- 
titute settlements, the minds of the people have been turned to religious 
subjects, and they trve become concerned for their sows, without any ex- 
teria! means of grace, and without the knowle {ge that others were in ths 
game situation. Thus ithas frequentiy happened, that when one person 
first began to express his feelings onthe subject of religion, it was found, 
that the whole neishborhoo! had been in the same condition, though no one 
had communicated his thoughts to his neighbor. 

In Ohio, the people in a certain new settlement became anxious in the 
manner just described. After their situation was known to each ether, 
they appointed a religious meeting at one of their houses. When the; 
met it was found that there was nota person present, who had ever prayed 
tn public, or taken the Jead ina religious meeting. In another new settle- 
ment a meeting was appointed, at winch every adult individual was preset, 
and not an uneoncerued, unawakene:l person among them. It is added, 
that in one of the eastern counties ef Ohio, there is nota place five miles 
square, in which there is not an unusual religious excitement. 


Extract of a letter from the town of Campton (N. HH.) 


About the middie of last summer, 1815, some pious people thought they 
discovered certain symptomsof a revival of religion. They noticed a de- 
gree of concern and solemmity upon the minds of some, which were uot 
usual : and their meetings, on the Sabbath, though at this time without a 
preacher, were mere generally attended. At length, the feelings of one 
and another were maaifested. And now persons, who had never before 
changed a word with each other upon the coucerns of religion, freely open. 
ed their minds upon tue interesting subject. Religious conierences were 
soon established, and numbers attended. The house of God was more 
abundantly thronged ; and a deep concern was visible in the countenance of 
almost every hearer. It was now no longer doubtful whether God had 
begun a good work among this people. Pious souls had their eyes, ears 
and hearts, for witnesses ; and obstinato rebels, like the mazicians of Exypt, 
were forced to acknowledge that this was the finger of Goi.—A speaker 
might have addressed the people, for two hourg tozether, and after all they 
would bave desired to hear more.

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early youth, nay upon the manner in which I earned a scanty pittance by 
singing inthe synagogue; bat only briefly state, that I should think light- 
ly of what I then sutfored, if my desire to come to tho knowledge of “the 
christian religion, and to grow inthis knowledge, could but be satisfied. I 
became acq) ainted in my y eleventh year with several truths of Christiani- 
ty, by means of one Schubest, 2 Roman Catholic, to whom my mother 
frequently sent me. This man and his whole family were very kind to 
me, and requested me to visit them often, which I did-with pieasure,— 
Schubert who was a pious man, once read, in my presence, the account of 
the miracles which Jesus did, when his disciples were exposed to great 
danger onthe sea, from Matt. xiv. 23, 33. How great was my astonish- 
ment when bE heardthis! [begged him ur geatly, to tell me if Jesus had 
really done this. He replied, that the Holy Scriptures contained truth 
without any mixture of error. IT went home, and related to my me ther 
what [had heard; but she refuted me with such powerful arcuments, 
viz. a larve cudgel, that L felt the pain for a considerable time ; win'st she 
added, * Rather kill thee than educate thee to be a Goi,’—(Gentile.) [ 
was srohibited all intercourse with Criistians, and every question concern- 
ing Chr ist was returned with blows. ‘khis severity, however, only served 
to make me more eager in my inquiries after truth. At length I suceeed- 
ed, in escaping my mother’s vigilance, & heard a christian sermon. ‘Vhe 
preacher discoursed on the miracle of five thousand men beings fed with a 
few loaves, from John vi. F—15. Lam unable to express, what sensations 
pervaded me, when I heard of another miracte of Jesus: those onl¥, who 
consider it a duty torefle-t on the wonders of Omnipotence can enter inte 
my feelings. Now I formed a firm resolution to worship him who had 
done these miracles.—With this determination I met my mother with this 
address ;— Pole,” (Jesus the cruc ified) “is God, for le hath done what 
Godiulone can do.” My mother scarcely suffered me to finish these words, 
but, after severely beating me, expelled me from her house. Now [ took 
refiige with my ‘friend Schubert : but my pleas ant abode with him lasted 
but. one day only, for I was compeiled to go with my step-father to a Jewess, 
who took me into her house. This Jewess, notwithstanding her strict in- 
spection, being unable to prevent me from repeatedly going to church on 
Sundays ; it was determined to send me to Lissa, in Poland, where some 
yelativesof my mother resided. I gladly agreed to this plan, in hopes of 
having better oppertumties there for the accomplishment of my desire ; 
but my situation in Lissa soon became very gloomy. Twas watched with 
the greatest severity ; wherever I went, I met with a Jew ; and no sooner 
did 1 make acquaintance with a C! ristian, and # with him to a aeeeeh, 
than it was discovered and betrayed. I lost the support which I had pre 
cured by singing in the synagogue, was exposed to zeneral contempt, was 
cruelly persecuted, and provid ded with the Ineanes t food, so that my consti- 
tution at length was seriously mjured. When the Jews perceived that 
my life was endangered, they sent me back to my mother at Breslau.— 
Her matenial feeling was touched, she cared for me with tenderness, but 
made me prouise, that L would in future think no more about the T vile. 
After my recovery, Lentreated iny mother to a‘Yord me an opportunity of 
learning to read and to write the German bach guage. Her suspic.ons of 
my r elisious sentiments not being removed, she sent me agata from her 
house. but some kind people gave me a charitable reception. ” By means of 
their kindness L was instructed in reading and writing German, in my fif- 
teenth vear; and now it was my greatest “desire to have a New Festi at 
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to read. In one of my solitary walke [ got acquainted with Mr. Rotisch, 
a turner by trade, and begged him to give me a New Testament. He 
encouraged me to visit him, shewed me much friendship, gave me consid- 
erable support, and intrusted his daughter to me for teaching her to write. 
Now a bight sun scemed to rise for me, but my comforts were of short 
duration. My mother discovered my proceedings, received me again into 

her house, and hoped to force me by hunger and blows, but in vain. I 
declared boidly te her, that no torture that could be inflicted on nie, could 
prevent me from following my determination to become a Christian.— 
‘The feast of atonement arrived ; L escaped from the synagogue, and en- 
tered a eg Catholic church, where IL beheld the priest ascend to the 
altar, with solemn steps, and heard him pronounce the blessing on the 
kneeling multitude, while the burning be ax candles and the awful stillness 
increased the solenmity of the scene. Oh how I was struck withthe cere- 
monial of this service! [ exclaimed, i must be the Messiah whom they 
worship, and now the Spirit of God seemed to whisper to me, Courage, 
young man, follow ray call; 1 w Ls redeem thee from thy sins,f will streneth- 
en thee: lock to Jesus eac ‘fied, and the work of thy conversio. will be 
accomplished. In extacies [ went heme, and declared frankly, “ The 
time is come that [ must be converted to Jesus: [ can withstand the pow- 
erof truth no longer: for he has said, whoso eonfesseth me before men, 
him will | also confess before my heavenly Father.” Now some Jews 
scized me, and after beating me severely, threw me down the stairs. I 
repaired to Rotisch, who received me into his house; and now f attended 
gealously to the great business of my conversion. { expressed, i in writing 

my motives for embracing Christianity, and Mr. Rotisch took ny w riting 
to a Catholic priest, of the name of Bur ceund.’. When this venerable man 
put the question to me, Why I preferred the Roman Catholic church? I 
replied Because | supposed the most ancient church must be the most gen- 
wine. He smiled and said, “If you think se. o we i the Roman Catholic 
faith ; but [ think, that in the present state of Catholicism the truth is ob- 
secured,” { supposed that he said this merely to tie me, whether I should 
stead{astly continue in my determination. My surprise therefore was ereat 
when this Mr. Burgund, three years after became a protestant }i: ifelf, 
& is now employed as director of a seminary near Konigsherg, in Prussia. 
After previous instruction in the trath of Christianity, { had the favor, in 
the 17th yearof my age, June 22, ISO], tobe added by. holy baptism to 
the christian church. Now I hoped to live quietly and happily ; but a 
greater portion of suffering was stil! in store for me. I was like a cast 
aWay, persecuted by my mother , my relations, and many other Jews, who 
souch ttrmy death, being wholly ‘disappointed j in their expect: ation of mak- 
ing mea Rabbi. 1 was spit upon, falsely accused of crimes » followed in 
lonely pli COS, frequently beaten, j in short, my life was made as miserable 
as possible. But how trifling were my sufferinss, compared with those that 
Jesus endured for me! Jesus was my consolation and my hope, during 
piany days when | had nota morsel of bread to satisfy my hunger. I sui- 


fered with resignation, to shew to the world, that the words which Jesus 


“spoke, when on earth, “ He that loveth father or mother more than ine,
